The woman, a United States citi- 
zen, has been the subject of an in- 
vestigation by the State Depart- 
ment since she disappeared from 
her hotel in Moscow last month. 

In an oral reply to a United 
States note of Jan. 7 requesting in- 
formation, the Soviet Foreign Office 
informed Roy Henderson, United 
States Charge d' Affaires in Moscow, 
that the woman was arrested fol- 
lowing the arrest of.the man with 
whom she entered the Soviet Union 
under the name of “Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald L. Robinson.” 

Previous. investigation in this 
country disclosed that they, had ob- 
tained their passports in the names 
of persons dead for many years. 
“Mrs. Robinson” actually is an 
American citizen—Mrs. Rubens. 
How she came to be traveling on 
the passport issued in the name of 
“Mrs. Robinson” is a detail not yet 
cleared up. American authorities 
have not been able to establish the 
identity and nationality of “Rob- 
inson.“ 

The Soviet Foreign Office in- 
formed the United States Embassy, 
however, that “it is clear she en- 
tered the Soviet Union . illegally.”

Government instructed Ambassador 
Shigeru Kawagoe today to return 
from his post in China. 

Officials said the recall of Ka- 
wagoe from Shanghai was tanta- 
mount to withdrawal of recogni- 
tion from the Chiang Kai-shek Gov- 
ernment, but pointed out that Ja- 
pan’s repudiation of the former 
Nanking Government already had 
been made clear in the Govern- 
ment’s statement of Sunday. 

Japan’s embassy in China will 
not be closed. Shinro-kuro Hidaka, 
its counselor, will remain in 
Shanghai as charge d'affaires. 

Domei (Japanese) News Agency 
said the Chinese Ambassador to 
Tokio, Hsu Shih-ying, would sail 
for China Jan. 20, but that a coun- 
selor would remain in charge of 
the Chihese embassy here.

Sends It to Senate After Cutting 
$200,000 From Total Committee

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—The 
House passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate today a $1,515,352,286 Treasury- 
Postoffice appropriation bill for the 
next fiscal year. The total of the 
measure as finally passed repre- 
sented a net’ reduction of $200,000 
below the figure recommended by 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, 
Included in the bill were in- 
creases in various items amounting 
to $2,300,000, which were more than 
offset by elimination of a $2,500,000 
item for construction of Govern- 
ment Printing Office annexes.

Ross, an affable, gray-haired man, 
72 years old, had retired two years 
ago from the présidency of the 
George 8. Carrington Co., greeting 
card manufacturers. Because he 
nad not yet received full payment 
for his interest, he had kept in 
touch with.the company’s ne 
through his former secretary, Miss 
Florence Friehage, 44. She was at 
the time of the kidnaping secretary 
of the company. 


Seeking information regarding 
the company, Ross took her to din- 
ner the night of the kidnaping, last 
Sept. 25, in Sycamore, Ul. He was 
driving her back to Chicago about 
8 p. m. in his new $5000 car, when 
he noticed a car following him and 
pulled over to the side of the road 
to let it pass. near the entrance to 
a golf course southwest of Frank- 
lin Park, a suburb. | 

But the pursuers moved ahead 
and cut in front of Ross’ car, 
forcing it to halt. 


Woman's Story of Kidnaping. 
“One man got out and walked 
over to us,” Miss Friehage later 


told police. He was young and 
had light, curly hair, as well as I 
could make it out in the dark. He 
showed Mr. Ross a ‘pistol and said 
he would shoot unless the door of 
the car was unlocked. 


told to, he stepped out. I think 
there were two.men in the car then, 
but I could see only one plainly. He 
was at the wheel. The man with 
the pisto! said, This is a kidnaping. 
My boss said to bring you along. 

“Mr, Ross went without resist- 
ance, The man came back to me 
after leading him to the other car. 
I asked him not to harm Mr. Ross, 
but to take his money and the $85 
I was carrying and let him go. He 
said: ‘You're his sceretary. Is he 
good for half a million or a quarter 
of a million?’ I replied that Mr. 
Ross had no such wealth. The 
man paid no attention to that. He 
ordered me to get down on the floor 
of the car, said he would shoot me 
if I didn't.“ f 

Without taking the keys to Ross 
car from Misa Friehage, the kid- 
napers / drove off with Ross. She 
drove to a filling station, where she 
telepnoned for police. 

Investigation later disclosed that 
a young man had been geen 
chatting with Ross in the hotel 
dining room while Miss 
was in a test room, but this 
identity. was never learned. 
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nouncement. When no ed was 
forthcoming- from Ross or his kid- 
napers, Mrs, Ross appealed to them 
in a public announcement to re- 
lease. her husband, saying that their 
conditions had been met. 

Two days later the Government 
released the serial numbers of the 
ransom bills and asked the public 
to be on the watch for them. 

Fear then was expressed that 
Ross had either been murdered or 
died while in the hands of the kid- 
napers. He was known to be in 
delicate health from a weak heart. 

The. first of the ransom bills fell 
into the hands of Mrs, Clara Lud- 
wig, Blue Island, II., on Oct. 22. 
She turned it over to Government 
agents and helped them trace it 
back to a bank, where its trail was 
lost. It was of $10 denomination. 
Four others were found in the Chr 
cago district within a few days. 

Ross’ widow, Mrs. May Ross, 62, 
was reported grief-stricken at her 
apartment last night. She declined 
to see interviewers, but a spokes- 
man said she was aware of the ar- 
rest ‘of the killer of her husband.

Criticising what he called “inflex- 
ible” rate schedules, Wallace sug- 
gested that the commission estab- 
lish a.“flexible policy which would 
result in freight rates lower in de- 
pression periods and higher in pros- 
perity periods,” 

Higher rates, just now, Wallace 
contended, would reduce the volume 
of agricultural as well as general 
railroad traffic. This would hold 
rail revenue about at its present 
level, he said, if it did not actually 
reduce it. 

Construction and Industry. 

In as much as the railroads are 
now suffering from a lack of vol- 
ume due not to a lack of farm pro- 
duction, but a lack of activity. in 
construction and general industrial 
activity, raising production costs 
for industry and construction would 
only serve to make the railroad 
situation worse,” he said. 

He expressed the belief that high- 
er freight rates “would inevitably 
drive still higher the delivered cost 
of building materials, would. still 
further discourage housing con- 
struction and would tend to reduce 
still more the present volume of 
traffic.” 

From the farmers’ standpoint, 
Wallace said, the proposed rate ad- 
vance would be particularly unjus- 
tified. Farm prices are on about 
a pre-war level, he said, while 


freight rates are about 35 per cent 


above their pre-war level. | 

“If rates are advanced,” Wallace 
said, “it would require about 50 
per cent more units of livestock 
and grain to pay for a given freight 
haul than in 1929 or in the pre-war 


years. : 

“With tie national income reced- 
ing, farmers and processors of farm 
products cannot pass ‘increased 
costs on to the consumers. Conse- 
quently an increase in freight rates 
would of necessity lower prices of 
farm products.” 

Effects Depression. 

Maintenance of “high” rates dur- 
ing the 1929-38 depression ‘period, 
Wallace said, showed these effects 
on railroads and farmers: 

Farmers and shippers tended to 
seek “more advantageous” means 
of transportation, or to utilize their 
own labor in sending their products 
to market, thereby reducing the 
movement of farm products by 
rail. 

Farmers tended to become more 
self-sufficing and to shift from pro- 
duction of crops for direct sale to 
production of feed crops to be sold 
indirectly as livestock and livestock 
products, lowering the volume of 
rail transportation.

City Decision on Barney 
R. Williams Conflicts 
With Paul Richards Case. 


Rehearing of charges of miscon- 
duct against Barney R. Williams of 
Macon, an attorney who formerly 
was Sheriff and Probate Judgo of 
Macon County, will be sought by 
the Missouri Supreme Court’s State 
Bar Committee in motions to be 
filed soon, probably tomorrow, in 
the Kansas City Court of Appeals. 
The motions will be based chiefly 
on the contention that the Appellate 
Court’s decision last Tuesday, hold- 
ing in effect that Williams was not 
subject to disbarment because the 
acts complained of were not per- 
formed by him in his capacity as 
a lawyer, was in direct conflict 
with the State Supreme Court’s all- 
important decision disbarring Paul 
A. Richards in 1933. 

Boyle G. Clark’s View. 
Boyle G. Clark of Columbia, chair- 
man of the Bar Committee, holds 
that the effect of the Richards de- 
cision was to affirm the power of 
the Supreme Court to disbar an at- 
torney for any act it considered 


tice whether or not the act was 
performed by him in his profes- 
sional capacity. 

In the Williams case the Kansas 
City Court of Appeals said: “Mere 
discreditable conduct (by an attor- 
ney) as an individual is no ground 
for disbarment.” The opinion was 
written by Commissioner Floyd L. 


¢ | Sperry and concurred in by Judges 


Ewing C: Bland and Robert M. 
Reynolds. 

The Court of Appeals held that 
Williams should not be disbarred 
since the evidence did not establish 
that the acts complained of were 
done by him as a lawyer and none 
of them had resulted in his convic- 
tion of a crime involving moral tur- 
pitude. Grounds for disbarment 
under Missouri statute are convic- 
tion of such a criminal offense or 
misconduct by the attorney in his 
professional capacity. The Bar Com- 
mittee contends that the Appellate 
Court, erroneously, based its rul- 
ing on the statute listing specific 
ground for disbarment, 

Well-Settied Rule of Law. 


In the Richards case the Su- 
preme Court adopted the “well- 
settled” rule of law that “a court 
authorized to admit an attorney 
has inherent jurisdiction to sus- 
pend or disbar him for sufficient 
cause, and such jurisdiction does 
not necessarily depend on any ex- 
press constitutional provision or 
statutory enactment.” 

The Supreme Court added: “The 
vital fact is that such power (the 
power to disbar for cause), inde- 
pendent of express grant, either 
constitutional or statutory, exists in 
the judicial branch of government 
and thefore in its courts, to which 
the judicial power is confided.” 

Adopting the view that disbar- 
ment actions were not primarily to 
punish officers of the court (at- 
torneys) but to protéct the court in 
administration of justice, the Su- 
preme Court said a statute might 
aid in accomplishing the object of 


not frustrate or destroy it. 

To Cite Roth H. Faubion Case. 

The motions for rehearing of the 
Williams case, it is expected, will 
cite also the judgment of the 
Springfield Court of Appeals a year 
ago in which that court suspended 
Roth H. Faubion of Lamar from 
the practice of law for three 
months for his conduct, not as an 
attorney in private practice, but 
while he was in public office as 
Prosecuting Attorney of Barton 
County. 

Judgment of the Springfield 
Court of Appeals sustained the 
charge of the State Bar Committee 
that Faubion was guilty of miscon- 
duct in failing to prosecute a 
charge of drunken driving against 
a man involved in an automobile 
accident. It was alleged that the 
prosecutor’s relations with the 
man's wife were such that he could 
not préss the charge. 

Williams, the Bar Committee al- 
leged, had been guilty of acts 
“showing him to be so lacking in 
personal honesty and good mordl 
character as to render him un- 
worthy of public office.” 


16 Counts on Official Acts. 

There were 16 specific charges 
pressed against him, all concerning 
his conduct as a public official. 
They ranged from an accusation 
that he borrowed $5000 illegally 
from an estate under his jurisdic- 
tion as Probate Judge to one that 
he accepted a “cut” of 25 cents for 
each hour of work performed in a 
$30 paper-hanging job in the county 
jail when he was Sheriff. The 
appellate court’s special commis- 
sioner, John H. Taylor of Chilli- 
cothe, who heard the evidence, rec- 
ommiended disbarment, sustaining 
all but one of the charges. 
The Bar Committee plans to file 
two motions—one for rehearing of 
the case by the Kansas City Court 
of Appeals, and one for its transfer 
to the Missouri Supreme Court for 
a rehearing there. 
If the motions should be dis- 
missed by the appellate court the 
Bar Committee will have the privi- 
lege of filing with the Supreme 
Court an application for a writ of 
certiorari for review of the case 
by it. Review of the Kansas City 
court’s decision could be sought of 
the Supreme Court on the ground 
it was in conflict with a previous 
decision of the Supreme Court, such 
as that in the Richards case.

HUNT 
Jury to Find Men Re-

City’s police records to find who is 


responsible for “the men who vio- 
lated the law” in the 1936 vote 
fraud cases.

Judge Reeves said: 
“Police were present in more 
than one case and some of the 
crimes were committed by employes 
on the city payroll. This suggests 
that there were some persons be- 
hind these violations of the law.

“It is your duty to make the po- 
lice payrolls, rolls of honor, not a 
refuge for law violators. You have 
the right to investigate and search 
through the police records and find 
out who is responsible for the men 
who violated the law.” 
Judge Reeves said it had been 
proved that in one instance an em- 
ploye on the city payroll and not 
an election official”. told election 
officials in one polling place that 
ballots there would not be counted, 
took the ballots that had been cast 
and altered them. 
“That man deprived voters of a 
gacred right,” he asserted. “It is 
a page from the Middle Ages.

Cook was called by the defense 
at trial of a suit brought by trustees 
of the St. Louis-San Francisco Rail- 
way Co. to recover $10,506,090 from 
two banking firms and several indi- 
viduals, one of them Brown. The 
interruption to the plaintiffs’ pre- 
sentation of their case was permit- 
ted by Justice Louis A. Valente be- 
cause Cook was to leave town on 
business. 

In direct examination by Wolf 
Schwabacker, counsel for Speyer & 
Co., one of the banking firm de- 
fendants, Cook said the Rock Is- 
land board was impressed by 
Brown's ability and recommended 
the $50,000 salary voted by the 
stockholders in 1926. 


What Trustees Charge. 

The plaintiffs, John G. Lonsdale 
and James M. Kurn, charge that 
Brown was promised a $50,000-a- 
year job for his co-operation in the 
Frisco Line’s acquisition of 183,333 
shares of Rock Island common 
stock. 

The complaint also charges that 
Speyer & Co., Seligman & Co. and 
Brown held the stock until it be- 
came worthless. The stock transac- 
tions, they contend, were entered 
into for the purpose of profit to the 
defendants and to enable them to 
manipulate the market to their ad- 
vtnage and thereby gain control of 
the Rock Island. 

Cook testified that the late 
Charles Hayden, financier, had rec- 
ommended Brown, and that the 
board had fiever expressed any dis- 
satisfaction with Brown or the fi- 
nancial transaction. 

He said Kurn had spoken freely 
of Brown, always in terms of the 
highest respect for his ability. 

Former Supreme Court Justice 
Joseph M. Proskauer, counsel for 
the Seligman firm, asked Cook why 
he voted to pay Brown the salary. 

“I believe the laborer worthy of 
his hire,” Cook said, “and I thought 
that labor was worth $50,000 a 


year.”

Besides an accounting, the plain- 
tiffs are seeking an order for re- 
covery of the full amount paid for 
the stock with 6 per cent interest 
from Jan. 26, 1926, less the amount 
of the dividends and the present 
value of the stock.

Decision, Which May Be Announced This 
Week, May Set Precedent That Will Af- 


CHATTANOOGA, Tens. Jan. 18. 
—The hard-fought injunction suit 


T V A requires municipalities buy- 
ing its electricity for retail distribu- 
tion to sign, agreeing to adopt retail 
rate schedules set by T V A and 
to accept T V A direction of operat- 
ing and accounting methods. The 
regulation of utility rates and serv- 
ices is admittedly a part of the 
police powers of the respective 
states. 

The complaining companies as- 
sert that insofar as T V A, as a 
Federal Government agency, has 
undertaken to regulate rates and 
operating methods of municipal dis- 
tribution systems it nas unlawfully 
infringed on thé police powers re- 
served to the states by the Constitu- 
tion. 

It is contended in behalf of 
T V A that the municipalities have 
voluntarily entered into these con- 
tracts and have been duly. author- 
ized by their respective State Legis- 
latures to do so. But against this 
view it.is asserted that the states 
cannot lawfully surrender to the 
Federal Government a part of their 
police powers except by an amend- 
ment to tne Constitution approved 
in the prescribed manner. 


It has been suggested that a 
situation might arise when a mu- 
nicipality might find that it could 
not operate its distribution. system 
at the rates fixed by T V A with- 
out loss that would have to be made 
up by general on. As the con- 
tracts are usually for 20 years, en- 
forcement of the T V A rates might 
prove to be confiscatory and the 
municipality might undertake to 
defy T V A. This would bring a 
real test of the conflict of authority. 

This has been mentioned as one 
of. the most ii.teresting of the 
points dealt with in the summation 
of the case. 

Contention of T V A. 


To understand clearly the 
principal points at issue it is best 
to state first the grounds on which 
T V A contends constitutionality 


and legality of its operations rests. 


First, it is asserted in behalf of 
T V A that the power conferred on 
Congress by tne Constitution to 
regulate interstate commerce, 
which includes the power to con- 
trol and improve navigable streams, 
justifies the complete system of 
T V A dams on the Tennessee 
River and tributaries already built, 
now under construction, or planned 
for future construction, at a total 
cost of about $500,000,000. 

Second, T V A asserts a constitu- 
tional right to. utilize the water 
power at these dams to generate 
electricity, part of which is used

Basis of Utilities’ Attack. 


Tne attack is directed first at 
the constitutionality of the statute. 
It is contended that in providing 
for a vast hydro-electric power sys- 
tem the statute actually subordi- 
nates the navigation purposes. 


‘prove it, that the power purpose is 
dominant, setting up.a vast “yard- 
stick” utility business. for measur- 
ing and regulating electricity rates 
in the Tennessee Valley states; 
that navigation and flood control, 
are merely incidental; that since 
Congress has no constitutional 
grant of power to engage in the 
electric utility business its author- 
ity in that respect is limited to 
the generation of electricity inci- 
dental to navigation works and to 
the gale of the surplus energy thus 


proves its dominance over the 
navigation phase. 

It follows, the companies contend, 
that the great surplus of T V A 
electricity is not constitutionally 
generated and therefore not “law- 
ful” property of. the United States 
such as Congress is authorized to 
dispose of by Section 3 of Article 
IV of the- Constitution. 

Violation of Amendments Charged. 

The companies assert also that 
the method of disposing of 7 Va 
electricity violates the Fifth and 
Ninth amendments. 

The Fifth Amendment prohibits 
the taking of property without due 
process of law, and the companies 
assert that the T V A method of 
disposing of its property contra- 
venes this provision in that by 
arbitrary and unreasonable means 
it enforces confiscatorily low intra- 
state rates, depriving the private 
utilities of property without due 
process of law.” 

The Ninth Amendment states: 
“The enumeration in the Constitu- 
tion of certain rights shall not be 
construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people.” 

This clause, the companies state, 
has been little construed by the 
courts, but they contend that one 
of the rights it protects is that 
of citizens to acquire property by 
doing the normal and useful busi- 
ness of the country. The power of 
the Government.to dispose of its 
property may not be exercised in 


such a way as to deprive citizens of 


that right, they assert, and they 
contend that tae T V A method de- 
prives them of the right. 

Control by T V A over the rates 
to be charged by local municipal 
distribution systems sending out 
T V A electricity violates the rights 
reserved to the states and the 
people by the Tenth Amendment, 
the companies assert.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 18. — Four 
Senators undertook today to revive

Nye said the new proposal would 
differ from the House resolution 
by Representative Ludlow (Dem.), 
Indiana, in that it would make a 
popular vote on declaring war un- 
necessary if a foreign nation in- 
vaded any part of the western 
hemisphere. The Ludlow resolu- 
tion would have required a referen- 
dum unless the United States were 
invaded. . 

Associated ‘with Nye in the new 
campaign are Senators Capper 
(Kan.), Kansas, La Follette (Prog.), 
Wisconsin, and Clark (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, Their first fight will be in 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
whose chairman, Senator Pittman, 
criticised the Ludlow resolution as 
violating principles of representa- 
tive.government. 


SWEDEN WON'T PARTICIPATE 
IN SANCTIONS, SAYS MINISTER 


Advises Against Trying to Convert 
League of Nations Into 
Idéological Alliance. 

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 18.—Foreign 
Minister Richard Sandler told the 
Riksdag (Parliament) yesterday 
that Sweden never would partici- 
pate in any military action or sanc- 
tions by the League of Nations. 

He advised against attempts to 
convert the League, of which Swe- 
den is a member, into an ideological 
alliance, saying that “International 
co-operation must conform to ac- 
tual conditions.” 

“If important states stand out- 
side the League,” he said; “forms 
for co-operation must be found out- 
side the League even if we believe 
the League offers the best platform 
for co-operation.” 


REPLY BY GERMAN -CONSUL 


He Says Statement by American 
Publishers Was Misleading. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.— Dr. Hans 
Borchers, German Consul-General, 
characterized yesterday as mislead- 
ing the statement by 48 American 
publishers who announced their re- 
fusal to participate in the interna- 
tional Gongress of book publishers 
in Leipzig. 

“It is high time we stopped mak- 
ing acrimonious criticisms, that we 
drop our passions and study each 
other's problems,” said Borchers. 
The . publf§hers’ statement; he 
said, “starts from the incorrect 
idea that this is a fight between 
freedom and oppression. In Ger- 
many, we feel that the public, not 
the publishers, should have the 
freedom, and in Germany the Gov- 
ernment is the public.” The Ameri- 
can publishers contended that Ger- 
man publishers are “gagged.”

BACK INGOME TAX 
fals SET 


Record of $355,076,147 
in Previous Year, Report 
Shows.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—For 
the second consecutive year, it was 
shown in the annual report of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue,

vision of the system of income’ 
tax collection along the lines of 
efficiency and standardization. 

Responsible for these changes is 
a former Missourian, Charles T. 
Russell, Deputy Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue in charge of the 
income tax unit. While Russell's 
present post is appointive,’ he is 
essentially a career man who has 
gained his understanding of 
complex tax system through 15 
years of service in the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, 

The gross amount of back taxes 
recommended by the field force of 
the income tax unit last year was 
$348,666,449,. which is. close to the 
all-time record for last year of 
$355,076,147. Of the total, $96,394, 
769 was collected without litigation 
of any kind, merely by routine ac- 
tion of field agents, and nearly as 
much, $83,099,361, was collected in 
Washington by agreement between 
officials of the bureau and the tax- 
payer, without recourse to law. 
These amounts were considerably 
larger than for the previous year. 

In St. Louis Until 1933. 

From 1930 to the time of his ap- 
pointment to his present post in 
June of 1933, Russell was Internal 
Revenue agent in charge for Mis- 
souri, with headquarters at St. 
Louis. During that period he di- 
rected the investigation of several 
important cases, particularly those 
involving Kansas City gangsters 
and racketeers, the late John Lazia 
being a conspicuous example. He 
has retained a personal interest in 
his old district despite the four and 
a half years that he has been held 
more or less constantly to a desk in 
Washington. He let it be known 
only the other day that he would 
soon begin an intensive campaign 
to collect back income taxes due on 
the big incomes of Kansas City 
gamblers who for years have avoid- 
ed or evaded payment ‘of taxes. 

To the average citizen the ma- 
chinery of the income tax law is as 
mysterious and as inevitable as the 
tides. He turns in his income tax 
report with the same admixture of 
hope and fear that a humble Chi- 
nese casts a scribbled petition into 
a prayer wheel, praying that the 
rest will be silence, And if some 
months or years later he receives 
an envelope with that fateful leg- 
end, Collector of Internal Revenue, 
in pale blue type in the upper left- 
hand corner, he will feel, no matter 
how honest he has tried to be, that 
the lightning is about to strike.

The career of Justice Sutherland, whose retire- 
ment from the Supreme Court is effective today, be- 
comes the more significant the more it is studied. 
Students of social history, for example, find & espe- 
cially interesting for its demonstration of the in- 
fluence of immigration and the Far West on Amer- 
ican life and institutions. His birth in Bucking- 
hamshire, England, made him one of five of the 
76 Supreme Justices who were not native-born Amer- 
icans. 117 

(Three of these were Washington appointees: 
James Wilson, born in Scotland; James Iredell, born 
in England, and William Paterson, born in Ireland. 
The fourth was one of Benjamin Harrison’s nom- 
inees, David J. Brewer, born in Smyrna, of mission- 
ary parents.) 

Similarly, Justice Sutherland’s appointment from 
Utah made him one of the few Far Western Jus- 
tices. Justice Van Devanter had preceded him from 
Wyoming, and Justices Field and McKenna were 
appointed by Lincoln and McKinley, respectively, 
from California. “All other appointees have come 
trom the Hast, the Middle West or the South, with 
the Hast contributing the largest number. 

Again, he was one of the few members of the 
supreme bench who had previously served in Con- 
gress. Entering Republican politics during the 
Mormon turmoil, he was the only Senator or former 
Senator chosen between Cleveland’s appointment of 
Justice (later Chief Justice) White in 1894 and Mr. 
Roosevelt’s nomination of Justice Black last year. 
It is interesting to note that as a Senator, Justice 
Sutherland voted against confirming Wilson’s ap- 


in 1916. Like William H. Taft, he became a friend 
of Justice Brandeis when fortune brought them to- 
gether on the supreme bench during the Harding 
administration. 

A notable aspect of the Sutherland retirement 18 
that it removes the third of the four Judges whom 
President Harding appointed in his short administra- 
tion of two years and five months. ‘With Justice 
Sutherland off the bench, only Justice Butler re- 
mains of the Harding appointees. The court, as re- 
constituted, will owe more to Woodrow Wilson’s 
earlier and more limited.exercise of the appointing 
power. Justices Brandeis and McReynolds both went 
to the court in the first Wilson administration. 

After the confirmation of Stanley Reed—a foregone 
conclusion—the court will consist of two Wilson ap- 
pointees, one Harding appointee (Justice Butler), one 
Coolidge appointee (Justice Stone), three Hoover ap- 
pointees (Chief Justice Hughes and Justices Roberts 
and Cardozo) and two members chosen by Mr. Roose- 
velt. 

We discussed Justice Sutherland’s eminence as a 
jurist and his attainments in constitutional law at 
the time he announced his retirement. If it is a bat - 
isfaction that his seat is to be filled by so able a 
lawyer as Mr. Reed, it remains none the less true 
that hig departure removes a scholar in the law who 
was true to the best traditions of the court.

One of the most conspicuous 
cases turned up by rigid enforce- 
ment of the “unreasonable accumu- 
lation” provision involved a $2,000,- 
000 assessment against Almours Se- 
curities, Inc., personal holding com- 
pany of Alfred I. du Pont and his 
family. The bureau claimed that 
under the 50 per cent penalty tax 
$1,282,169 was due for 1931 and 
$787,652 for 1932. Attorneys for the 
du Ponts claimed that the assess- 
ment was confiscatory and, more- 
over, pointed to a consent judg- 
ment in similar proceedings under 
an earlier administration that no 
liability was due er the years from 
1927 to 1929. But the Board of Tax 
Appeals upheld the claim of the 
bureau and so did the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Fifth Circuit. And-the other day 
the Supreme Court refused to con- 
sider a Tinal appeal. : 

Depreciation Allowances. 

Depreciation and depletion allow- 


by the income tax unit in the 
course of checking, income tax re- 
turns is to co-ordinate them with 
the ordinary information returns 
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income tax return. And the inves- 
tigator will scrutinize the return 
closely to see that the irlcome from 
each of these sources is duly re- 
corded. 

Information Returns. 

“Many delinquent tax-payers who 
have not filed returns are discov- 
ered through information returns,” 
Russell ‘says. “It is almost impos- 
sible for a person who is subject 
to tax to fail to file a return and 
not sooner or later be discovered. 
Eventually someone will report a 
payment to him or a payment will 
be traced to him through investiga- 
tion of another taxpayer. And 
then he will be in serious trouble.” 

This does not apply, of course, to 
persons receiving money in small 
amounts, the grocer, the dentist 
and the doctor. But almost every- 
one engaged in a business or a 
profession and receiving sufficient 
income in small payments to be 
subject to tax is listed in the classi- 
fied section of the telephone direc- 
tory. And these directories are 
checked against the collectors’ fil- 
ing lists to discover delinquents. 

When a delinquent is discovered, 
his past is thoroughly gone over. 
Internal revenue agents, it must be 
remembered, have the right to ex- 
amine all bank and brékerage rec- 
ords so that there are few secrets 
they do not sooner or later dis- 
cover. But the additional back tax 
on returns filed is probably 50 
times that which is collected from 
those who have simply filed no re- 
turn. at all. Ordinarily it is the 
small taxpayer who does not file 
although occasionally, according to 
Russell, a man of large income is 
found who has not bothered to re- 
port his income to the Govern- 
ment. Most frequently found in 
the latter category are bootleggers 
and racketeers. 

What a Newspaper Story Did. 

Revenue agents in the field are 
constantly on the alert for viola- 
tions of the law. They are careful 
readers of the newspapers. Russell 
cites a case in his experience in 
which an agent read in a news- 
paper an account of the theft of 
nearly $500,000 in bonds and mort- 
gages. A cursory investigation of 
the files revealed that income tax 
returns of the man who had been 
robbed reported no income from 
any bonds owned nor any purchase 
of stocks or bonds, nor even an in- 
come sufficient to enable the man 
to buy securities in such large 
amounts. Investigation disclosed 
that this person had dealt in stocks 
and bonds for many years withéut 
recording his profits. What with 
the bonds that were stolen and the 
large tax and penalty that were as- 
sessed as a result of an investiga- 
tion, it was a very costly robbery. 

Russell is emphatic in his denial 
that tax cases against men of great 
wealth have been motivated by poli- 
tics. The cases that have made 
the headlines in recent years, Pierre 
S. du Pont, John J. Raskob, Andrew 
Mellon, all have been dredged up 
by methods of investigation that 
are routine within the income tax 
unit, Russell declares. Even those 
returns that show less than $25,000 
but more than $5000 are put under 
careful examination by auditors 
who are specially trained to turn 
up discrepancies and omissions. 

British Method Suggested. 

It is no simple job, this business 
of collecting $600,000,000 or $700,000,- 
000 in income tax. It requires about 
6500 employes, 2000 in Washington 
and 45 in the states, Hawaii and the 
Philippines. If the income tax base 
is broadened, down to the point, 
say, where all persons with $500 of 
income would be required to pay a 
tax, as some lawmakers are now 
suggesting, a new method of collec- 
tion would have to be found or the 
amount of money spent to collect 
each dollar of tax would become 
absurdly disproportionate. It is 
possible that America will come to 
the method now employed in col-

In stating South’s bid as three 
hearts I have done him an injus- 
tice, but only a slight one! In ac- 
tual fact, South bid only two hearts 
over EHast’s three diamond bid. 
Promptly called for an insufficient 
bid, he corrected himself with three 
hearts and, for the rest of the 
hand, and half an hour afterward, 
kept moaning that he had “intended 
to bid only two.” Considering that 
the final penalty was 1300 points, 
no one (including his own partner) 
felt inclined toward sympathy, be- 
cause a two heart bid would have 
been sufficiently atrocious and 
would have saved only 200 points. 


West opened his top diamond. 
‘East cashed three rounds, then 
shifted to his top spade. Declarer 
ducked and the queen won. The 
ace and another .spade were re- 
turned, East ruffing. East now 
cashed his ace and king of clubs, 
and then led a fourth round of dia- 
monds. Declarer, having bid ab- 
surdly, now proceeded to lose an 
extra trick in the play. Instead of 
ruffing with a high honor, he put 
in the 10 spot. West overruffed 
with the jack and exited with a 
club. Declarer ruffed and led the 
heart king. But this he was gra- 
ciously permitted to hold, and West 
then had to make his ace and nine 
of trumps for the last two tricks. 


The final reckoning was that de- 
clarer, by having been forced to 
legalize his insufficient bid, lost 
1300 points instead of 1100. An- 
other 200 of this total could be at- 
tributed to his bad play, bringing 
the total to 900. Considering, that 
East-West could make a slam, this 
900-point penalty would not be so 
bad, but I seriously doubt that 
South, in making his heart over- 
call, felt that he was defending 
against a slam. It was, as he him- 
self explained later, a case of hav- 
ing been carried away by the sus- 
picion that West, who often in- 
dulged in psychics, was “pulling 
something funny” on this occasion.

HERE are so many opportuni- 
ties for adult education in St. 
Louis, it has got so you can 
hardly see the trees for the forest. 
So the Adult Education Council of 
Greater St. Louis has been organ- 
ized—office 622 Chemical Building, 
telephone, CHestnut 2632—to help 
chart the course of anyone to any 
particular tree of knowledge. 

The service, started in October, 
has hardly got under way yet and 
it is expected that several months 
will be required before all the sub- 
jects in which training is offered 


are classified and indexed and al) 
the educational sources, vocational 
and avocational, are catalogued. 
So multifarious are the activities, 
so inclusive the term, “adult edu- 
cation.” Adult education being de- 
fined broadly by one exponent of 
the movement as “any organized 
activity designed to enrich and 
deepen the cultural life or increase 
the skills, both vocational and avo- 
cational, of persons beyond school 
age, it takes in about everything 
people not actually in formal 
schools are doing or reading or see- 
ing or listening to constructively 
and instructively. 

Though overwhelming in extent, 
most schools offering extension 
courses and countless societies, 
clubs and associations holding 
themselves ready to advance the in- 
terests of their members, adult edu- 
cation is still a comparatively new 
thing, developed enormously since 
the depression. 

With enforced leisure for the un- 
employed and tendencies to spread 
work through shorter work days, 
not everybody, the dispossessed 
who would re-train themselves, or 
the fortunate inheritors of leisure 
who would improve their idle hours, 
knows just where to turn for op- 
portunities that are available. The 
Council proposes to maintain an 
information service and directory 
derived from surveys of all adult 
facilities in this area. When its 
files are complete, it is presumed 
anyone seeking knowledge in any 
skill, ‘professional or non-profes- 
sional, or any pursuit to improve 
his leisure time, will be steered to 
the right source. 

Already more than 1000 subjects 
on which persons ordinarily seek in- 
formation are on file and some 30 
agencies offering enlightenment 
enrolled as members. 7
